Xo 
words of mine can add peace to tbe ashes 
of tbe dead, but to tbe living we need tbo ( 
stimulus of tbe example of ncbla life 
On the second day of March, 1857, I. D 
Walker was born In Johnson county, ID 
diana. 
He was the second son of Jess 


Hia ancestry t 
traced back to New England families 
When eight years of age he moved wit 
bia parents to Illinois. The first grea 
sorrow which marks so many lives wa 
tbe death of bla mother which occurred a 
about this age. In 1£66 he moved tc 
Piatt county. 
This young man went on 


a farm first as a workman and later as a 
manager. Later lie began teaching schoo 
and still later began to study law in Mon 
ticello. Tbeu be went to tbe Wealeyan 
university to study law and graduated ID 
the first class ever sent out from there 
Ibe life of tbe farmer boy was one of de- 
privation. The opportunities for educa 
tion were meagre In those days, but this 
leroic youth learned much from his scboo 
experience.

The Beecher 1'amily. 


The death o< Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher 


•t Stamford, Oonn., Monday recalls the 
history of one -of the most remarkable 
men that b»s appeared in American his- 
tory. U* story of the life of Henry Word 
Beecher Ig aTOmanoe of the most interest- 
ing obsi»e*er,<wltb many lights and shad- 
owl. 


During Sue period just before the war, 


daring the 'war and after, Mr. Beeoher 
was the molt distinguished man occupy 
ing the American pulpit. He was <oon- 
•plenum in'the straggle which occurred 
in Mg**** the settlement of K»Mas. 
and as to whether It should be a freefltate 
or wheOfaer it should be left open to the 
rival Movements of both parties, nttth the 
Institutions of freedom and those of ••lav 
ery In equal rivalry, the stronger to gain 
the victory and to occupy the new soil 
which <was to become the home cf K-grout 
rtate. 


Mr. Beecber applied the methods of the 


church militant to the political movement 
by which a free state was to be established 
on the soil which slavery had determined 
to occupy. He opened subscriptions for 
rifles-in his Brooklyn church. His ex- 
•mpte was contagions. He inspired the 
mlsdorr of old John Brown of Oaawat 
omie, and the labor by which .through 
other manifold agencies Kansas became 
a free state in the uuion. 


How far Kansas has departed from tho 


essential principles of public honesty to 
which Henry Ward Beecher was devoted 
to it is not now necessary to inquire. Tho 
best and greatest men to whom Kansas 
owes its inalienable heritage of freedom 
would now be shocked beyond description 
if they could know that the buttle which 
they fought to secure the 'Ight cf each 
man to own himself bad lod to « war in 
politics the issue of which will determine 
whether a man shall own and control the 
property that h» bus earned and saved 
under a free labor system, 


The Ufa of the great Brooklyn preacher 


and patriot was clouded near its close by 
a wcodal without a previous example in 
American social history 
Ho was accused 


of Immoral conduct with the wife of a 
maa -who had been bis most intimate 
friend and church associate for at least a 
•core of years. He had been associated 
with Theodore Tllton in social ways, In 
religious 
journalism, in 
untl slavery 


movements, in reform crusadee and in 
other public measures. 


The accusation against Beecher .came 


to bis friends like a clap of thunder out 
of a .clear sky. It agitated the entire 
Christian world. Every rank It society 
waadistrubed by the terrible allegations 
A prolonged trial was had In a Brooklyn 
court. No verdict was rendered on ao 
count of a disagreement t f the jury. 


This unsatisfactory absence of a verdict 


wag oegardud as a misfortune for Mr. 
Beeoher. Ha failed of the vindication 
which his friends expected. Bit they 
accepted the result with patience and 
waited for the later verdict of public 
opinion. 


To a-certain extent their trust en the 


f utcre was not misplaced. Mr. Beecher 
ll~e" -for several years after the close of 
the great trial. He remained continuous- 
ly In ate pulpit. He made frequent lec- 
ture tears to all parts of the country and 
was received everywhere with the utmost 
Jnterent-snd respect.

EULOGIES FOE LiTE I. D. WALKER 


Expressions from Judge Vail and Bro 


ther Attorneys of the Deceased 


—Tiibutes of Associates 


and Friends. 


A meeting of tbe members of the Mncon 


county bar was held thifjafternoon ID the 
circuit court room. Judge Vail presid- 
ing. Attorney E. S. McDonald present- 
«d tbe resolutions which were passed at 
tbe last meeting and recommended that 
they be spread upon the records of the 
court. There was a large"1 attendance ol 
the lawyers and court officials and re 
marks were made by quite a number. 


Judge Vail said: "The barof|Maoon 


county'has suffered a considerable loss 
during the past year. Of course the death 
of Mr. Walker was not unexpected but the 
death of Mr. Ewing and that of Mr. Page 
were both sudden. I think It is always 
fitting for the lawyers at the death of one 
of their brothers to show some respect in 
public. Personally I have always felt 
kindly toward Mr. Walker. Of course we 
differed In politics but In social frlendli 
ness politics count for little. Mr. Walker 
Impressed mo as a man of singular slm 
pllcity ot character. I do not mean that 
he was a simple man by any iiiouns, but 
be always had a singleness of purpose. I 
be came to you for advlco be was candk 
about it and you knew that he had no 
underlying purpose. Of course Mr. Wai 
ker bad bis limitations. He had always 
been tied down to one narrow line of hii 
profession and did not have the chance to 
spread out, yet tae was a liberal man 
Mr. Walker possessed real genuine friend 
liness, he was friendly to the lawyers, nm 
the court officials and he was always very 
friendly with me. There was not a law 
yer at the bar who was more diligent and 
tried to attend to his business more close- 
ly. This is one of tho highest compliments 
that can he paid to a lawyer. He was 
known us a reliable man to whom busi 
noss could be inti listed. He must have 
had :> ^trong lovo of life as he battled 
heroically through his illness, and I bay 
an idea that bo was as good a husband as 
any woman deserves to have." 


Attorney I. A. Buckingham said; 


am glad to have tho opportunity to testify 
ray appreciation of Mr. Walker's clmrac 
ter. 
We were friends for many years and 


nothing unpleasant ever came between 
us 
There was never an unkind wore 


between 
us. 
He 
was always tbe 


soul oC honor. He had a conception ol 
what was right and h', followed It. He 
was always true and when that was sale 
his character is almost complete. When 
he was ;our friend you knew he was true 
to you. Under these circumstances he 
has lived In the community and has made 
friends. It was one of his chief charac- 
teristics to attend to his business prompt- 
ly. He was anxious about hie business, 
even during his sickness. In thefio liisi 
moments Mr. Walker expressed bla trust 
in me as he did those otbars whom be re 
spected. Mr Walker was idolize 1 by his 
children and never said an unkind word 
to his wife or family. It is an extroor 
dinary man that this can bo said of. I 
love a man of this kind, and as I could 
not express my love for Mr. Walker I offer 
this my last tribute to bis memory," 


State's Attorney I. R. Mills said In 


part: "I have been thrown with Mr. 
Walker socially more than I have ID conn 
but I have always found him to be the 
same. He was devoted to his duties and 
was loyal to the obligations of bis profes 
slon. He was watcbful of the interest oj 
those whose business was placed in his 
bands. He was faithful to his friends 
and to his family. He had little ID life to 
regret and we should all cherish his mem- 
ory." 


Attorney W. C. Johns said of Mr. Wal- 


ker: "He was conspicuous at this bar 
for tbe progress he bad made hero. He 
hated forms nod legal technicality but he 
thoroughly understood the points of bis 
cases and carried them through. He was 
a model of courtesy, a zealous lawyer. I 
have known him probably longer than 
any member of tbe bar and I have never 
found him any way but frank, open and 
above board.'1

SELF-INFLATING TIRES. 


Engrllttli Invention of >Iore Than Or- 


dinary Interest to Wheelmen. 


Promise of great additional comfort 


to the energetic uhi'elmau is found in 
an ingenious aran^vuKMit brought cut 
by an English inventor, who claims to 
h;ue a self-inflating: tire. Instead of thu 
usual endless tube vt hk-h is common to 
all or most detachable lires, a piece ol 
tubing ot about half the diameter nnd 
tttiee the length i« employed. This 
tube is coiled tuice around the wheel in 
a direction opposite to that of its rota- 
tion, and each of the two ends taper to 
a point, where it is sealed. These ends 
overlap one another to the extent of the 
tapering1, and so fill tip the space. A 
\alve of the ordinary kind is fitted near 
one end of the inner tube, and the first 
eoil occupies a position in the hollow of 
the rim. This Dart of the tube is thin- 
ner and of smaller dinir.eter than Vie 
other half, which is cailed outside of it 
aiul is situated immediately beneath 
the thread of the tire. An outer cover 
of ordinary character and attachment 
is used. 


The great feature of this tire is that 


it is s«If inflating1: in other words, by 
the operation of riding and the pressure 
everted upon it, there is drawn in 
through tlie valve a sufficient amount 
of air to keep the tire up to a normal 
state of inflation, even though there 
may Vie slight punctures in it which 
permit the air to escape. The auto- 
matic inflating is performed as follows: 
If the tire is empty or has little air in 
it, the weight of the rider and the ma- 
chine compresses the tube, more es- 
pecially the bore of the thinner part ly- 
ing in the rim, to the end of which th<? 
valve is atached. This part is flattened 
under the pressure, and as the wheel 
goes around the pressure travels along 
it, leaving behind a vacuum into which 
the air flows through the vnlve. This 
operation goes on until the tire is fully 
inflated, being renewed at every rev- 
olution of the wheel. The ingress of air 
follow* the flattening of the tire, rank- 
ing the inflation of the tire an auto- 
matic process.

secretary. But Porter was more than 
a mere private secretary. He was on 
terms of the closest intimacy with his 
chief aud became in a measure his ad- 
\iscr, and was oftentiincs his personal 
representative. 


In Ib73, after Grant's reelection to the 


presidency, Gen. Porter became vice 
president of Pullman's Palace Car com- 
pany. He was the first president of the 
West Shore liailroad company and was 
a director in many otJier corporations, 
innonpr them the Manhattan elevated. 
The successful woik of the Grant Mon- 
ument association was largely due to 
his efforts as its president. 


Gen. Porter is a member of the Cen- 


tury, Unhersity. Lotos, Players' and 
Metropolita.il clubs, as well as of the 
I'uion League, the chamber of com- 
merce, the National Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution and the 
Grand Army of the Republic.

SHEEP-KILLING PARROTS. 


Tbe Bloodtblntr Ken Parrot of Now 


Zealand. 


It has always been considered an un- 


pardonable sin in a dog to kill sheep. 
Wolves, bears and the like are expected 
to do so, and sheep folds are guarded 
against them.' But the sly and destruc- 
the visit of a household dog that has 
become a,confirmed sheep killer is some- 
thing that the honest farmer dreads 
and despises. 


The notorious Kea parrot of Xew Zea- 


land has by a quick process of evolution 
become a confirmed flesh eater, instead 
of confining its diet to the orthodox 
food of parrots the world over, viz.: 
seeds and fruits. 
The story of this 


strange change of life in thatgreen par- 
rot of Xew Zealand (N'estor Prodiictos) 
is one of the oddest chapters known to 
ornithologists. 


One of the settlers noticed first, and 


then the notice "became general, that 
the sheep in great numbers appeared to 
be afflicted with an inexplicable dis- 
ease. Neighbors and shepherds were 
equally at a, loss to account for it, hav- 
ing ne%er seen anything of the kind bc- 
iore. 


"1-he first appearance of the supposed 


disease was a patch of ravi (lesh on the 
loin of the sheep about tin* .size of a 
m-au's hand. From this mat ler contin- 
ually ran do«n the bide, taking the 
wool off of e\ory part it touched, and 
then death usually supervened. 


At last a shcpheid noticed a Kea par- 


rot sticking to a sheep and pecking 
at a .sore, v> hile the poor animal seemed 
utterly unable to get rid of its tor- 
mentor. 'Aus, gave the hint to the sheep 
owners, and they iliieeted their shep- 
herds to keep watch on the parrots 
when the sheep ^ere mustered on the 
high grounds. Then the d !,covery of 
tjje ability und determination of the 
mountain parrot to kill aheep was soon 
made. 


As the stock fed upon the high ranges 


near Hie snow line several parrots 
\\otild swoop down and surround a 
sheep, singling it out at random, and 
each bird, ali^htinn' on the animal'.-, 
hack in turn, «oukl (ear out a mouthful 
uf wool arid make the blood flow. Then 
the half-fren^!ed sheep would run awav 
fiom the rest of tlie flock, vainly seek- 
ing for some shelter from these at- 
tacks. The birds w'oirfd pursue it, con- 
tinue to tear and tear anew the skin 
and flesh ont on the spot first broken 
and force the sheep to run about until 
it became stupid and exhausted. When 
in that state it would throw Itself down 
and lie as much as possible on its bock 
to keep the parrots from picking the 
part attacked; the bloodthirsty par- 
rets would pick a fresh hole in its side. 


This point of attack on the sheep's 


body by the Kea is singularly made 
wholly and exclusively by it just over 
Ihe kidneys, and the aim of the birds 
*eoms *o be to get the kidney fat alone 
wheu they are not desperately hungry.

Huildlufrl wnere the New Gu 


Machine* ara Kept. 


Ibe rew acetylene giudeea not seem to 


meet favorable with tbe insurance men 
from tbe fact tbat It is not thoroughly 
understood. Tbe gas baa been exhibited 
in Deoatur and many have become inter- 
ested in it as it makes a splendid light. 
Many inquiries have been made as to 
what view insurance men would take of 
it and whether buildings where the gas is 
used could be insured. 
In this eonnec 


tion, H. L. Olflbam, the Insurance man, 
says: "We have not yet decided in what 
form if any we will permit tbe use of the 
gas in buildings which we are insuring 
or of what tho extra changes on tbe rates 
will be. In some places a few permits 
have been issued under rigid regulations, 
tb&t the machine be kept outside tbe 
bouse, that all carbide be stored and ban 
dlrd outside the building and tbat the 
machine and system of piping be provided 
with safety blowoffs. 
It is my opinion 


tbat no acetylene gas generator could 
safely be allowed In or within ten feet cf 
a building. Tbe truth is tbe insurance 
men don't know as much as they would 
Ilka to about tbo acetylene gas and until 
they learn mere they cannot act intelJi 
gently. 
Many of the companies will can- 


cel policies on buildings where a machine 
for this new gas is kept."
